An analysis of the May statement of the 


public debt m tide by Mr. John AI. Carson, 
clerk of the committee on ways and 
means, shows some very interesting facts. 
The reduction for the mouth wns $10,- 
375,411, making the total for the eleven 
months of the year, $139,123,GBfi which 
aggregate 
is $30,000,000, greater than 


for the corresponding time of the pre- 
ceding fiscal year. 
It is now safe to pre- 


dict that surplus revenue for the current 
fiscal year, which will close with this 
mouth, will be at least $148,000,000, 
and is likely to,reach $150,000,000. The 
reduction" for May, 1881, exceeded Unit 
for last mouth by Hboul$800,000, yet the 
receipts for May, 188[2t exceed those of 
May. 1881, by over $4,000,000. The dif- 
ference in (he surplus of the two mouths 
is owing to the fact (hat there wins paid 
last month for deficiency in pensionB 
$!),000,000, and it is likely that the re- 
mainder of the $16,000.000 voted last 
month for (his purpose will be disbursed 
in June.
